fioned. It pafles through thc conflellations of Calhopeia, 
Cygnus, Acjuila, Perfeus, Andromeda, part of Ophiucus and 
Gemini, in thc northern hcmifpherc ; and in the fouthern it 
takes in part of Scorpio, Sagittarius, Centaurus, the Argo 
Navis and the Ara.
